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Continuation of 10. Other: Moiin clearly teaches the limitation, "comparing at least a portion of an individual prospective member state, 
with a portion of a group state". Moiin teaches "representation of the state of node 0 with respect to ,...and of a current duster of 
distributed computer system 100" (see col. 5, lines 20-23). It is evident that the "comparison and updating" of Moiin are not of group 
states, but rather individual member states which comprise of group information fields as well as individual fields wherein the fields 
collectively represent individual member state and this is being compared to the "state of the prospective cluster during reconfiguration" 
Even if the "comparison and updating" in Moiin are of group states, each state within each node still comprise of "member state" unique 
to that node. Therefore, clearly Moiin teaches the above limitation. In response to the argument regarding claims 22-27, if the applicant 
believes that the teachings of the reference is different from the claimed language in terms of it's meaning, then the applicant is 
requested to show support of the difference either in the claimed language or the specification. 
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
